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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-4, 11-14, and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipated by "water use calculator" (herein after "tampagov"), cited by applicant. 
Regarding to claimed invention, "tampagov" describes the claimed invention including 
inputs for defining a plurality of values for one or more consuming operations such as 
Indoor water use and Outdoor water use for house hold facility. The prior art also 
discloses the calculation for estimating annual water consumption for each water 
consuming operations based on the plurality of values as shown in brake down of 
specific area usage, and furthermore prior art discloses chart for showing overall water 
usage and makes comparison and displays facility based usage and average house 
hold for the community. 

3. Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly anticipated by 
"A Water Conservation Guide for Commercial, Institutional and Industrial Users", New 
Mexico Office of the State Engineer" (herein after "the Guide") cited by the applicant. 
Regarding to claimed invention, "the Guide" discloses in various water-consuming 
operations within the facility, and estimates the annual water consumption for each 
water-consumption operations, and create and display a water balance for each 
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facilities including household usage, irrigation activities (i.e. landscaping), fire protection, 
cooling/boiler systems and medical facilities as can be seen in the Table of Contents 
and in its appropriate description pages.
